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ELECTION COMMISSION OF INDIA 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 20th March, 1989 

O.N. 27 (E):—Whereas the Election Commission 
of India has reviewed the performance of all political 
parties, including that of “ALL INDIA MUSLIM 
LEAGUE” a recognised State Party with the symbol 
“BOAT” reserved for it in the State of Kerala, after 
the General Election to the Legislative Assembly of 
the State of Kerala held in March 1987; 


Paragraphs 6 and 7 of the Election Symbols (Reser¬ 
vation and Allotment) Order, 1968, and also to conti¬ 
nue as a political party for the purposes of the said 
Symbols Order in terms of Paragraph 3 thereof: 

And whereas ilie said parry has also failed to trie 
any representation lo iho registered notice issued to 
it by the Commission as to why it should not be de¬ 
recognised and do-registered and it has also been 
brought to the notice of the Commission that Un¬ 
said parly lias ceased to function as a poliiiuai party 
after 1985 and every communication sent lo the said 
party at its registered address arc being received back 
undelivered with the remarks of the postal authori¬ 
ties that “(here is no such party’ at the addioss given; 

And whereas the Commission is satisfied that the 
-aid party has no valid reason to continue either as a 
recognised State party in the State of Kerala or as a 
registered uu-recoguised party, and that the name of 
the said party shall be removed from the list of politi¬ 
cal parties; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred on it by Article 324 of the Constitution read 
with rules 5 and 10 of the Conduct of Election Rules, 
1961, Paragraphs 3, 6, 7 and 18 of the Election 
Symbols (Reservation and Allotment) Order, 1968 
and all other powers enabling it in that behalf, the 
Election Commission of India hereby makes the follo¬ 
wing amendment in its notification No. 56/84—I, 
dated 13th November, 1984, published as O.N. 
124 (E) in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, 
Part II, Section 3 (iii). dated 16th November, 1984 
and as amended from time to lime in pursuance of 
clause (b) of sub-para (1) of Paragraph 17 of the said 
Sumbols Order, namely;— 

In table 2 appended to the said notification, against 
the State Kerala appearing under Column 1, for 
the existing entries in columns 2 and 3, the following 
entries shall be substituted:— 

“Kerala I, Kerala Congress Horse 

2. Kerala Congress (J) Elephant 

3, Muslim League Ladder." 


And whereas the said All India Muslim League 
party did not contest the said General Election and 
thus failed to bo a recognised State party in terras of
